Ovr readers will remember some fifteen 
or twenty years since the mysterious tale 
of the strange youth found in Leipsie. ‘The 
mystery was never explained. Like the 
man in the iron mask it excited endless 
speculation, but with no determined result. 
The recent death of the Grand Duke of 
Baden, with whose family the tale was as- 
sociated, has revived public interest in it. 
The following are the facts so far as they 
are at present known: 

In the vear 1806, the Emperor Napoleon 
compelled the Grand Duke of Baden, Duke 
Charles I'redefiek, to marry his son, Duke 
Charles, to Stephanie Taseher de la Page- 
rie, a niece of the Empress Josephine. The 
fruits of that marriage were two sous and 
three daughters. All the latter are now 
living—one is married to the Marquis of 
Douglas. ‘The first son died very sudden- 
ly, and the second son disappeared or died 
very suddenly, no records of either are to 
be found. Duke Ludwig, the younger 
brother of Duke Charles, was exiled from 
Court for a very considerable period by 
his father, the then reigning Grand Duke. 
A fate seeemd to attend the ma!e children 
brought into the world by Stephanie. 

Suspicions of foul play were very general 
atthe time, and were direeted solely against 
Duke Ludwic, who was known to be am. 
bitious of succeeding his father, and who 
hated the Duchesse Stephanie and her 
children. Duke Charles died, and on the 
death of his father Duke Ludwig ascended 
the dueal throne. Dake Ludwig remained 
uuimarricd, leading a life of the wildest and 
most criminal character, Some years pre- 
vious to his succession, his father, the 
Grand Duke Charles Frederiek, having lost 
his first wife, contraeted a left-handed or 
morganatic marriage with Madame Geyer 
von Geyersburg, a lady of bad reputation 
about the court. After their marriage Mad- 
ame Geyer was created Countess of Hoch- 
berg. 

While married to the Grand Duke Charles 
Frederick the Countess Hochberg gave 
birth to four children, the eldest of whom 
was the Grand Duke Charles Leopold 
whose demise is now recorded, Rumor 
was mysterious about the parentage of these 
children, and dark hints were thrown out 
as to their relationship, Dake Ludwig’s

It is not de- 
sirable to appeal early to this feeling, or 
perhaps even directly to cultivate it. ii the 
other faculties are well developed and pro- 
perly cultivated, this will attain such 


strength of itself. The beautiful is the 


clothing of the infinite, and in the contem- 
plation of the beautiful, and the love of per- 
fection, not in churches, we seek our high- 
est and most intimate commanion with God, 
and draw nearer and nearer to Him. The 
fine-arts—painting, sculpture, music, as well 
as poetry—ought all to minister to ideality.

Sus- 
picions of various kinds arose, a paper was 
issucd, some authors treating Caspar’ Hau- 
ser as an ingenious imposter, others enunei- 
ating boldly the suspicion that he was the 
leir to the Baden throne. Facts, however 
were Wanting to prove the connection, and 
while the inquiries were still pending, poor 
Caspar Ilauser was suddenly murdered in 
Nuremberg. Thewanting facts have never 
heen supplied, thouga the ehain of cireum- 
stantial evidence has been increased and 
strengthened. [t was known at the time of 
the paper war alluded to, that a pamphlet 
on the subject annonneed for publication, 
as containing some of the wanting proofs, 
had been bought off by some unknown per- 
son. 

This unknown person was subsequently 
proved in a court of justice to have been 
Major Heunenhofer, the ereature and con- 
lidant of Ludwig, the minister to and par- 
ticipator in all his dissipations. Major Hen- 
nenhofer was also seen in Nuremberg on the 
evening when Caspar Hauser wis murder- 
ed. Were an inquiry to be made, it is pos- 
sible that more evidence on the subject 
would be forthcoming, and the identity of 
Caspar Hauser with the missing son of 
Duchesse Stephanie be clearly established.

France.—The Grand Fete of the 10th of May, 
at Paris, which had been looked to by all the world 
for the prociamation of the Empire by Louis Na- 
poleon, was purely military. 60,000 troops were 
under arms, and pearly 50,000 spectators assisted 
in the ceremonies. 

The President reached the gem at midday, at 
the head of a brilliant staff. He passed the troops 
in review, and presented to the Colonel of each 
Regiment a Standard surmounted with the Impe- 
rial Eagle. 

He then pronounced a discourse, in which he 
said that— a 

“The Roman Kagle, adopted by the Emperor 
Napoleon, was the last striking emblem of the re- 
generation and grandeur of France. That Eagle, 
which disappeared with our misfortunes, should 
re-appear when France, recovered from her de- 
feats, and mistress of herself, ap no longer 
bound to repudiate her glory. Take, then, sol- 
diers, this emblem, not as a menace against foreign : 
nations, but as the symbol of independence—as a 
souveneir of an heroic speech, aud as a mark of 
nobility of each regiment. 

“Swear to die, if the emergency demands it, in 
defence of that emblem which has so often led your 
fathers to glory ‘"’ 

This address was immedjately placarded all over 
the walls of the city. An immense body of the 
clergy, 800 in number, headed by the Archbishops 
of Paris, surrounded a magnificent altar, which 
had been erected for the occasion, and in the pres- 
ence of the vastassemblage, invoked the benediction 
of heaven upon the standards. The troops then 
filed off, fan = everything was restored to order.— 
Two thousand Crosses of the Legion of Honor and

Tue Rerormation in JRELanp is advan- 
cing. An Irish minister before the Synod 
of Perth, in Scotland, stated, that besides 
the many thousand persons who had ab- 
jured Popery in that country, there were 
many thousand more, who had left the 
country, Protestants at heart, yet afraid to 
avow their convictions, for fear of persecu- 
tion; and who, since their arrival in Ameri- 
ca, had written home, announcing their 
change of faith. Letters were arriving 
daily trom such persons, calling upon their 
relatives to leave the superstitions of Rome. 
As an indication of the change, the mission 
agent, when he first made* the tour of Gal- 
way and Mayo, could gain -admissicn with 
his Bible into only fitteen families; in this 
he spent four wecks. But jately, the same 
agent, going over the same ground, was re- 
fused admission only in ten*cabins. If the 
work progresses at its present rate for {it- 
teen years, Protestantism ‘will have the 
ascendency in lreland. 


Union or Cuurcnes.—The original Se- 
cession Church in Scotland is discussing 
with great zeal, the question of a union 
with the Free Church.

THe ‘Tastet.—This Romish paper con- 
tains a letter from an Irish priest in Ameri- 
ca, written to a priest in Ireland, with a de 
sign to entreat the Catholics to remain ; 
home, and not emigrate to America, where 
so many become Protestants. The létter 
says:—“If you do not keep Catholics at 
home, they will come over here and turn 
Protestants as soon as they come. Forward 
“tenant-right” and keep them at home, as 
you value their souls.” Then the wygiter 
goes on to say, that two millions of Catho- 
lics have been lost to the Church, by this 
emigration, in less than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. He quotes Bishop Hughes as saying, 
“That the people at home do not fully un- 
derstand the position of many of.the emi- 
grants—thousands being lost in the large 
cities, Whilst in the country, the faith died 
out in multitudes.” And he says, that 
Bishop Reynolds of Charleston, approved of 
his work of charity in America; but said, 
“You will serve religion still more, by pro- 
ceeding, ou your return to Ireland, from 
arish to parish, telling the people nat to 
ose their immortal souls by coming here.”

"An Incident of Ocean Life. 


Our noble ship (an American man-of-war) 
lay at anchor in the Bay of ‘Tangier, a forti- 
fied town in the extreme north-west of Afri- 
ca nearly opposite Gibraltar. The day had 
heen extremely mild, with a gentle breeze 
sweeping to the northward and westward ; 
hut along toward the close of the afternoon 
the sea breeze died away, and one of those 

sultry, oven-like atmospheric i 
came from the great sun-burnt Sahara. 
Half an hour before sun-down the captain 


— gave the cheering order te the boatswain to 


call all hands to go in swimming, and in less 
than five minutes the forms of our tars were 


seen_leaping from the arms of the lower 


yards. 

One of the-studding sails had been lower- 
ed into the water, with the corners suspend- 
ed from the main yard arm and the swinging 
boom, and into this most of the swimmers 
made their way. Among those who seem- 
ed to be enjoying the sport most heartily, 
were two of the boys, Tim Wallace and 
Fred Fairbanks, the latter of whom was the 
son of our old gunner, and in a laughing 
mood they started out from the studding sail 
on a race. 

There was a loud ringing shout of joy on 
their lips as they put off, and they darted 
through the water like fishes. ‘The surface 
of the sea was sinooth as glass, though its 
bosom rose in long heavy swells that set in 
from the Agantic. 

The vessel was moored with a long sweep 
from both cables, and the buoy of the star- 
board anchor was far away on the starboard 
quarter, where it rose and fell with the lazy 
swells like a drunken man. . 

Towards this buoy the lads made their 
way, Fred Fairbanks taking the lead; but 
when they were within twenty or thirty fath- 
oms of the buoy, ‘Tim shot ahead and prom.

The money is subseribed— 
the sinews secured—Engineers may be seen 
sighting along the most impassable crags— 
levels are attempted to be searched .out— 
maps are made—soon, the pick, the barrow 
and the shanty indicate the contemplated 
track.’
